The Star has pointed out that while 
we have made considerable pro-

South. A structure to huose winter 
sports programs would run to such 
size that it seemed to us only a 
public campaign would ever suc- 
ceed in getting it built—and so we 
hammered away at it. 


For a lime it appeared such a 


building might be worked out joint- 
ly with the armory or livestock 
coliseum projects, but these were 
pul up separately and exclusively. 


A public recreation building for 


mass-appeal basketball games up- 
stairs with bowling alleys and oth- 
er facilities on the ground floor 
still remains an important goal in 
Hope's community life. Some Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois cities about 
the si/e of Hope have public build- 
ings which will seat almost 
the 


entire population of the town.

of building and the bowling busi- 
ness because they arc within the 
public domain. 


Such things as skating rinks and 


drive-in movie theaters belong to 
private enterprise. I wouldn't pre- 
sume to advise as to their feasi 
bility, and certainly the city isn't 
going to enter either business.
